Library Remodeling To Add Classrooms, Offices 


Remodeling of the present 
library will add eight classrooms 
and 29 faculty offices to Jenkins 
Hall. Work is to be.completed 
by Aug. 1, 1969, president H.E. 
Jenkins said. 

After the library is moved 
into the new building, remodel¬ 
ing will begin around Jan. 1, 


says Shirley Simons, of Simon s 
Associate Architects and Engi¬ 
neers. 

Simons says the downstairs of 
the old library will be converted 
into registrar’s suite, four 
classrooms, and 13 offices and 
the mezzanine into four class¬ 
rooms and 16 classrooms. 


The registrar’s suite will 
consist of a ‘Targe” reception 
room opening into the corridor, a 
private office for Registrar Ken¬ 
neth Lewis, and two workrooms 
according to Simons. 

Offices and classrooms will 
have vinyl flooring and acousti¬ 
cal ceilings, he said. 


The new classrooms will be 
conventional in style and similar 
to others on campus, according 
to Dr. Jenkins. 

After remodeling all instruct¬ 
ors will have individual offices. 
This will make “instructor-stu¬ 
dent ” conferences more effective 
says Dr. Jenkins. 


The college will advertise for 
contract bids Nov. 9 and the 
contract will be received Dec. 9, 
according to Dr. Jenkins. 

The new library is to be com¬ 
pleted by the middle of December, 
says Dr. Jenkins, and the move 
will be made during the Christ¬ 
mas holidays.

Though political authorities 
say America’s image abroad is 
growing steadily worse, a 19- 
year-old French Swiss dis¬ 
agrees.

Jean Paul Friederich, a witty, 
brown-haired student from La 
Chaux-de-Fords, Switzerland, 
came to the United States (1) 
to learn English (2) to learn 
the sciences, and (3) “to under¬ 
stand the American way of liv¬ 
ing--how you live, whether you 
have the same distractions, what 
you think of Europeans, what 
you think of me.” 

Business contacts between 
Friederich's father and C. F. 
Johnson of Tyler and “Texas 
hospitality” led him to TJC. 

Before coming to America, 
the poised and friendly French 
Swiss had studied English four 
years. He had a choice be¬ 
tween English and Italian but 
took English because “it is more 
important. Sciences bring one 
into contact with many people 
who speak English.” 

Although “speaking is not 
hard,” the English pronouncia- 
tion and idioms are puzzlers. 

Told his father’s watch fac¬ 
tory would get “a plug” in the 
paper, he answered, “A plug? 
That is what water goes down. 
No?” 

FTiedrich, whose major field 
is medicine, takes courses in 
physics, geology, speech, Eng¬ 
lish, and physical education. 

Why speech? 

“Well, I met Dr; Browne who

and had a briefing with Sargent 
Shriver on the situation in Paris, 
peace negotiations, student re¬ 
volts, and the gerieral relation¬ 
ship between the United States 
and France.

He said the Sistine Chapel with 
its art work is probably the most 
awesome sight known to man. 

Also in Rome they saw Pope 
Paul VI whom Rudd profiled as 
a -congenial little man with a 
gracious spirit and a heavy re¬ 
sponsibility.” 

In Athens they saw the Par¬ 
thenon on the Acropolis, stand¬ 
ing several thousand years while 
other acropolises have turned to 
rubble. Rudd was also impress¬ 
ed with such ancient cities as 
Corinth and Pompeii, completely 
unearthed.

One of the greatest experienc¬ 
es of his life, he said, was the 
trip to Biblical Jerusalem to see 
for himself the place of the cru- 
cifiction and burial of Christ, 
Bethlehm, the town of Christ’s 
birth and the town of’ Nazareth 
where Christ lived. 

They went down to the Jor¬ 
dan River and listened to the Jor¬ 
danians and Israeli troops firing 
at each other. They crossed 
the Sea of Galilee by boat and 
saw the Dead Sea. 

In England they visited the 
home of Winston Churchill and 
the small country cemetery 
where he and his parents were 
bur ied. 

UNIVERSITY OF SARBONNE 

They visited the University of 
Sorbonne in Paris where they 
saw the first student riot. Ac¬ 
cording to Rudd there were more 
than 10,000 persons and added 
that passers-by were helpless 
and that many automobiles were 
overturned and burned. “It was 
one of the most horrible exper¬ 
iences I have ever seen,” re¬ 
called Rudd. There is nothing 
that will equal an enraged mob.” 

In Switzerland, Rudd and his 
family attended the only English 
speaking church service in 
Geneva at the church where John 
Knox and John Calvin pastored. 


In Munich they visited the 
square where Hitler gathered his 
people and delivered his orations. 

Reflecting on his tour, Rudd 
said being transported to a land 
with 6-,000 years of history, is too 
much to be taken in--an awesome 
feeling.

To Get Citation Dining Hall Director Recalls World War I Army Days 

At Yale University 


Joseph Kirshbaum, conductor 
of the East Texas Symphony Or¬ 
chestra and Chairman of the De¬ 
partment of Music, will receive 
a citation Saturday for achieve¬ 
ment of distinction in music at 
Yale University. 

The citation is given annually 
to an alumnus of Yale. Alumni 
of the Yale music department 
choose the recipient. 

Kirshbaum will fly to New 
Haven, Conn., Friday to receive 
the citation at a dinner Saturday. 

The ETS conductor holds 
bachelor’s and master’s de¬ 
grees from Yale. He received 
the Silliman Scholarship for the 
most promising freshman in 
music, the Kellog Prize in theory, 
the Dorscht Lodge Prize in vio¬ 
lin playing, and the Ditson Fel¬ 
lowship for graduate studies. 

Kirshbaum has also taught at 
North Texas State College, Cor¬ 
nell University, Oberlin College 
Conservatory, McPherson Col¬ 
lege, Sterling College, and Beth¬ 
any College.

Voluntarily enlisting in the 
United States Army at the age of 
14, the director of the TJC dining 
hall earned four gold stars but 
was never wounded in action. 

During his eight years as a 
paratrooper in the Army, Paul 
Norris earned stars in the Battle 
of Musearrogne, Battle of St. 
Mihael, Battle of Verdone, and 
Battle of Marne. 

Though never wounded in ac¬ 
tion, Norris was accidentally 
wounded. While a fellow trooper 
was cleaning his gun, he joked 
that he was going to shoot Norris 
and by accident his gun went off, 
wounding Norris in the leg. 

Recalling his years in the war 
before his honorable discharge in 
1922, Norris remembers boot 
camp and assignments in Eng¬ 
land, Germany, and Spain. 

After enlisting in 1914 in 
Louistown, Penn., he spent his 
first three months at Ft. Omah, 
Nebr. at Balloon School. Com¬ 
pleting another three months at 
Kelly Field in Texas, he was 
shipped overseas in December,

1914, from Virginia to South 
Hampton, England. 

On Christmas night, his di¬ 
vision crossed the channel to 
France. With the 42nd Division, 
Norris spent four years, seven 
months with the paratroopers, 
known as “the lighter than air 
troops,” in England. 

Completing his assignment in 
Germany at the Army of Occupa¬ 
tion Norris volunteered to go 


back to England to dirigible 1 
school for a year. During his 
stay, he volunteered with eight 
other men to search for desert¬ 
ers in Siberia. 

After six weeks of searching, 
the men found one French offic¬ 
er, four Englishmen, and six 
Americans who returned volun¬ 
tarily. 

Finishing his year, he again 
volunteered to go to Spain to 


teach paratrooping to men of all 
nations. 

After returning to the states, 
Norris worked as a caterer in 
Chicago. He said he had become 
interested when he was in the 
U.S. Army because some of his 
close friends were in the food 
department of the army. 


Campus Radio Station WTJC 
Will Have Top 40 Format 


Format for the campus radio 
station, WTJC transmitting at 
840 kc., will be the top 40 most 
popular records in the area, 
special selections, and a variety 
of other music, says student pro¬ 
gram director Randy Rice. 

Records selections will be 
supplied by such recording stu¬ 
dios as Decca, Capitol, Atco, 
ABC, RCA, Motown, Hip, Victor, 
Abnak, and Dot. 

Rice says the studio will make 
a weekly survey as the basis for 
music selections. 

This survey is to be assembl¬ 
ed from Billboard, a national pop 
music magazine, and local radio 
station surveys. 

The station will also carry 
news broadcasts every hour con¬ 
cerning the college and its func¬ 


tions, Rice says. 

WTJC will be operated by the 
speech department and en¬ 
gineered by the technology de¬ 
partment with students as disc 
jockeys, copy writers, and an¬ 
nouncers. The station will cater 
to the tastes of TJC students and 
be basically run by them, says 
Lawrence Birdsong, faculty 
sponsor of the station. 

Birdsong says WLS in Chicago 
may possibly pose a threat to 
WTJC in the way of static be¬ 
cause both broadcast on the same 
frequency. Since WTJC is op¬ 
erating on minimum power so as 
not to need a license, nothing can 
be done about this situation, he 
said. The estimated power out¬ 
put of the transmitter is 30 watts.

Before 21 


In two weeks, the United States will elect a Presi¬ 
dent, Vice president, 435 members of the House of 
Representatives, and one third of the Senate. Numerous 
students who aren't 21 are indif¬ 
ferent to the elections because they 
think they don’t concern them. 

That’s where they’re wrong.

elections within the next four years. Interested youth 
can also work within the party organizations doing every¬ 
thing from reminding party members to vote, to set¬ 
ting up campaign signs in the front yards of party mem¬ 
bers. 

Since election issues of this campaign concern the 
mistakes and advancements of the present administration 
over the ^past four years, staying informed daily is nec¬ 
essary to make wise choices when election day ar¬ 
rives in 1972. A qualified voter should not wait until 
the last weeks of a campaign to become involved. He 
must see day by day how the elected officials function 
during their terms. 

Responsibility of a citizen doesn’t begin with the 
magic age of 21 —it begins long before. If he chooses 
not to work within a party organization, he still needs 
to meet his responsibility by knowing the issues. 

“A good citizen is an informed citizen,” will be as 

true in 1972 as now. ^ ^ .

AWARD WINNER 

Entered in shows for the last 
four years, Mrs. Ray’s paintings 
have won a variety of awards.

They were among the nine 
chosen out of 700 to go to state 
competition in Austin. There 
they were chosen for awards, and 
two are currently touring Texas 
and Mexico. 

Mrs. Ray has entered the 10th 
Eight-State Regional Show in Ok¬ 
lahoma City the last three years. 
This summer she had entries ac¬ 
cepted now on display at the 
Museum of Art in Oklahoma 
City.

The poll, taken less than three 
weeks before the Nov. Selection, 
was conducted in five American 
history classes. 

Taking almost a 2 to 1 lead 
over the Wallace supporters, 
Nixon backers totaled 48 strong. 
The former Alabama governor 
had the support of 25 students. 

HUMPHREY THIRD 

With the backing of slightly 
more than 10 per cent of the stu¬ 
dents surveyed, Vice president 
Hubert Humphrey chalked up nine 
votes. One vote went for Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California and 
one for Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
of New York. Four students 
were undecided. 

Of the four undecided, one 
freshman coed said she had not 
decided since “all the candidates 
have been promising the same 
thing.” 

Regardless of whether his 
‘ ‘platform is similar to those of 
the other candidates/’ Nixon was 
considered qualified for the 
Presidency by the majority of 
TJC backers because of his ex¬ 
perience as former Vice Presi¬ 
dent. 

One freshman man remarked, 
“Nixon is a man with experience, 
firm beliefs, great leadership 
capability and intelligence, 
thereby giving him the best 
chance of bringing respect back to 
America and peace to Vietnam.” 

Also high on the list of the 
former Vice President’s qualifi¬ 
cations was his Vietnam war pol¬ 
icy termed by one freshman as 
“the policy which would not only 
end the conflict in Southeast Asia 
but would unify a broken nation 
at home as well.” 

WALLACE POLICY 

Coming in second in the race 
to the White House, third party 
candidate Wallace was described 
as a “man of change” by sev¬ 
eral students surveyed in the 
poll. 

One student summarized this 
point when he said, “Wallace is 
a man who can shock this nation 
into the realization that many 
changes are needed such as an 
end to the war in Vietnam, the 
control of riots and the re-organ¬ 
ization of the poverty program.” 

The nine students who 
endorsed Vice President Humph¬ 
rey, third in the bid for the 
presidency, unanimously freed 
the Democratic party from the 
problem of inflation. 

“Let’s keep prosperity for 
the working man even at the 
cost of inflation, for an hour’s 
wage buys more than it ever 
has,” one student remarked. 

While not candidates for the 
Presidency, Rockefeller and 
Reagan were both termed by their 
sole supporters as “men pos¬ 
sessing leadership ability which 
our nation desperately needs.” 

The Nixon, Wallace and Hum¬ 
phrey supporters or the boos¬ 
ters of such “darkhorse” candi¬ 
dates as Regan or Rockefeller 
will have their answers in two 
weeks. 


Former Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon was “the 
people’s choice” in a survey 
of 22 sections of government. 

The poll, taken less than 
three weeks before the presi¬ 
dential election, was con¬ 
ducted by Dr. Wiley Jenkins, 
chairman of social science. 
Dr. Jenkins said each student 
was asked whom his presiden¬ 
tial preference would be if he 
were eligible to vote. 

The Republican party can¬ 
didate had the support of 281 
of the 561 students surveyed in 
the poll. American party can¬ 
didate George c. Wallace who 
placed second in the bid for 
the Presidency, was backed by 
193 students. 

Backers of Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey totaled 
87.

The Apaches plan their attack 
for Navarro Saturday night at 
Corsicana and Wharton Oct. 31 
in Rose Stadium after ambushing 
Ranger 20-7 and losing to Cisco 
12-7. 

Tyler now stands 4-2 for the 
season with a 2-1 conference 
mark for second place behind 
Kilgore, 3-0. Another loss would 
virtually eliminate title hopes 
for the Apaches. 

Coach Babe Hallmark says 
the offense cannot perform at 
full strength until three injured 
running backs return to action. 
Kenneth Fontno and Billy Ray 
Roberson missed the Cisco game 
and Clinton Hill saw only limited 
duty. 

The Apaches will face a Na¬ 
varro team fresh from its first 
win of the season. The Bull¬ 
dogs had failed to score a win 
in five tries, losing to Henderson 
County, University of Texas at 
Arlington Freshmen, North Tex¬ 
as State Freshmen, Kilgore, and 
Blinn, before surprising Wharton 
last week 32-28. This was the 
highest point production for the 
Bulldogs this season. 

The offense is led by quar¬ 
terback Billy Mike Smith. Half¬ 
backs Steve Williams and Dennis 
Watts and fullback Tom Burris 
join Smith in the suddenly ex¬ 
plosive Navarro backfield. 

Wharton got off to a fast 
start, winning three of their first 
four games but has now lost two 
in a row. The Pioneers were 
routed by Henderson County 41-3. 
before last week’s loss to Na¬ 
varro. 

Wharton has good speed in 
the backfield with halfbacks Clif¬ 
ford Branch and Scooter Corson.

Gold Mine Of Football Talent 


Along the banks of the Colo¬ 
rado River lies a gold mine of 
football talent. 

Tyler Junior College has tap¬ 
ped a vein of that mine known 
as McCallum High School of Aus¬ 
tin. 

For the past three years Mc¬ 
Callum has sent a quarterback 
to Tyler Junior College. Allan, 
Byrd charted the course in 1966. 
Rick Nabors followed in 1967 
and Gaylon Ramm kept tradition 
alive this season. 

Somewhere there lies a rea¬ 
son. 

Coach Babe Hallmark says 
TJC does not recruit the Austin 
area any harder than other cit¬ 
ies. “We just go wherever we 
can find good football players,” 
he says. Hallmark explains 
though that a TJC exe has in¬ 
fluenced several college pros¬ 
pects to don the black and gold. 

The exe is Jim Acker, as¬ 
sistant football coach at Austin 
McCallum. Acker never played 
college football. He was stu¬ 
dent manager for the Apaches of 
1954-55. Acker coached junior 
high football in Austin and won 
three league championships be¬ 
fore moving up as an assistant 
at McCallum. 

Hallmark also credits present 
and past Apaches with help in 
recruiting. “It's like a chain 
reaction,” he says. “If the kids 
like it they will help you re¬ 
cruit. This speaks favorably of 
Tyler Junior College. If a boy 
is not happy, you won’t get anoth¬ 
er boy from that school.” 

This year the Apache roster 
lists four players from Austin-- 
sophomores Mike Robinson and 
Rick Nabors, and freshmen 
Gaylon Ramm and Ray Dowdy. 
Robinson, Nabors, and Ramm 
are all graduates of McCallum. 
Teammate Dowdy was a cross¬ 
town rival from Reagan High 
School. 

All three McCallum exes said 
they were influenced by Acker 
to consider TJC and the advant¬ 
ages of its football program. 
Whatever the reason, Hallmark 
is proud to have them among the 
Tribe. 

Robinson was an All-district 
tailback in high school while 
also lettering in track. The 
Apache fullback runs the 100- 
yard dash in 9.9 seconds. 

Robinson chose TJC for its 


academic and football programs. 
“I also knew I would get to play 
more football as a freshman and 
sophomore than I would at a four- 
year college,” he said. 

“Robinson came to us as a 
halfback,” says Hallmark. “He 
was bothered most of last sea¬ 
son with a peculiar leg injury. 
This fall we moved him to full¬ 
back to get more speed and quick¬ 
ness at that position and he’s 
done a real good job.” 

Nabors was an All-district 
defensive halfback and had three 
letters in basketball. He was 
sought by San Angelo State and 
Texas Tech but chose Tyler be¬ 
cause he would get to play more 
football. He has started two 
seasons for the Apaches on de¬ 
fense and this year has returned 
two interceptions for touch¬ 
downs. 

“Nabors is simply a good 
football player who knows a lot 
of football/’ says Hallmark. “He 
has a lot of football savvy. Having 
Rick on the field is like having 
another coach.” 

Ramm started on defense his 
junior year in high school and 
was honorable mention All-dis¬ 
trict quarterback as a senior. 
The Apache quarterback was 
sought by Lamar Tech but de¬ 
cided on TJC because it is “a fine 
school--both academically and 
socially.” Concerning football, 
he added, “I knew I would get 
to play against a lot of good 
competition.” 

“Ramm has fine potential to 
be a good quarterback,” says 
Hallmark. “He has all the qual¬ 
ities. He’s very quick, an ex¬ 
cellent runner, a good passer, 
and knows the game.’* 

Dowdy started on offense and 
defense for the Reagan Raiders, 
1967 Class AAAA state champs, 
and tied for the Most Valuable 
Lineman in the South Zone of 
District 13-AAAA. No less than 
eight schools tried to recruit 
him. They were Texas A&M, 
Houston, Abilene Christian, 
TCU, Mississippi State, the Uni¬ 
versity of Texas at Austin, Na¬ 
varro Junior College, and TJC. 
He chose Tyler because “the 
coaches really seemed interest¬ 
ed.” 

“Dowdy is a winner,” says 
Hallmark. u When the whistle 
blows he gives 100 per cent.”

Keveryn, a native of South 
Texas, says his decision to at¬ 
tend TJC meant also a return 
to his home state.
